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Coin Types As Motifs 
In Ancient Decorative Art

The use of coin types as a source for decorative motifs in Greek and 
Roman art is almost as ancient as the minting of coins. The dolphin-en- 
circled head of Arethusa from one of the famous tetradrachms of Syracuse 
designed by Euainetos in the late fifth century BC was used for the medal- 
lion in the base of a cup at Boston (Clain-Stefanelli, fig. 2). Motifs 
have often been drawn from single coins but other works are found in 
which several different types are combined in a scheme of decoration. 


A bronze situla (called a casserole) was adorned by its owner circa AD 
200 with a group of rare Greek imperial issues: on the handle was a coin 
of Hadrian depicting the pan-Asiatic temple at Claudiopolis, and two 
rows round the outside of the vessel had different coins from other cities 
arranged in geographical order (Vermeule, fig. 8). Here a collector seems 
to have had some of his collection mounted on a ritual object to adom 
it, but more commonly the coins were simply reproduced. A bronze strip 
from a casket at Budapest has a repeating series of roundels with a fac- 
ing head, a diademed bust, and a pair of busts respecting each other, with 
smaller motifs in the interstices (Salmonson, fig. 10). The strip dates 
from the fourth-fifth centuries AD and is thus contemporary with the 
North African Redware (which is described later in this essay). Late 
Antique and early Byzantine jewellery was frequently set with gold coins, 
or had medallions modelled on them, as an integral part of the design. 
The gold belt with four consular medallions of Maurice Tiberius (582- 
602) and twelve solidi of earlier emperors which formed part of the 
Cypriote treasure from Lambousa (now in the Metropolitan Museum of 
__ Art, New York) or the equally well-known bracelets of the early sev- 
enth century at Dumbarton Oaks being good examples of the custom 
(Wealth of the Roman World, nn. 191, 172). 


Ona humbler level, the use of coin types can be found on North African 
Redware, perhaps most interestingly in the decoration of the lanx. 
Relatively little attention has been paid to the many motifs used in the 
relief and impressed decoration of this ware, despite its range and in- 
terest. The principal, but incomplete, corpus of the motifs being a few 
plates in the supplementary volume on ceramics for the Enciclopedia 
dell arte classica e orientale - Atlante delle forme ceramiche, 1981. 
Perhaps because of their size the lanx most frequently occurs in frag- 
ments, even when sherds have not been deliberately broken after being 
unearthed. 


The starting point for the present enquiry was the acquisition of a sub- 
stantial fragment of the rim from a lanx, 23.5cm in length. It appears, 
from the angle of the fracture at the right side, to have come from the 
corner of one side, and the presence of a border line and a change in di- 
rection of the next roundel through ninety degrees confirms this (see Fig. 
1). The piece caught my eye, partly because the length enabled one to 
see how the pattern was repeated along the rim, and by the fact that the 
motifs were obviously derived, at least in part, from coin types. Another 





fragment in Berlin has a similar border but set round the base of the lanx 
framing the central figures (Salmonson, fig. 9). Since the motifs appear 
to be identical in design, apparent size and order, it prompts the question 
of how the plaster moulds for making the vessels were themselves made.

On the fragment published here (Fig. 1), the roundels are 2.75cm in di- 
ameter but the spacing between them, and with the raised edges, does 
vary slightly in the two repeating sections. In the two repeating sec- 
tions of the frieze of roundels the spacing between the second and third 
is the same 2mm width, but in the first section to the left the distance be- 
tween the top of the roundels and the raised edge increases from 2 to 
3mm. Despite the complication of the design, and apart from the raised 
line at the right of the third medallion, it would seem likely that the mo- 
tifs were impressed using separate moulds and any uneven edges care- 
fully removed or filled before use. 


Tuming to the design, there are three roundels, with, from the left: a fac- 
ing quadriga with the horses splayed outward; a bust facing right, bare- 
headed and wearing a chlamys; a facing bust in the same dress with two 
small Victories on globes holding out palm branches over the head; and 
in the fourth, the first repeated. At the foot between each medallion is a 
bust, helmeted or bare-headed, and above, facing Victories each hold- 
ing out a wreath and with the outstretched arms balanced, except for the 
last, by their wings.

For almost all of these designs, precise parallels can be found on coins 
of the fourth century. The profile bust could be that of Magnentius (350- 
53) who has the same dress on his centenionalis (Fig. 2). The next roundel 
with the facing bust and Victories has not yet been found as a coin 
type. However, the recent discovery of a hitherto unsuspected coin for 
the usurper Proculus (c.280-81) demonstrates how incomplete our know1- 
edge of ancient coins is (Minerva, 2.6 (1991), 27; Bankhaus H. Aufhduser 
Versteigerung 8, 9-10 October 1991, lot 640). The third is a rare type, 
initially used as a ‘Soli Invicto’ type. It seems to have been first used 
by Probus (276-282) (Fig. 3) and later, with the emperor, by Constantine 
II circa 355-61 with the inscription (CONTINUED ON PAGE 4)

‘Gloria Romanorum’,. It was also used by Maurice Tiberius (582-602) 
on his consular medallions noted above, and in the seventh century, it 
appears as a motif on Byzantine silks (Geijer, pl. 19a). The coins of 
Constantine II seem the most obvious choice for the model because of 
their date.

The smaller motifs are more difficult to place as the details of their de- 
sign are less clear. The helmeted bust has a crest and may be compared 
with the head of Roma on the fourth century ‘Urbs Roma’ issues (Fig. 
4). While it is obvious to look for a female parallel for the bare-headed 
bust, this presents problems. There are fewer commemorative coins 
for fourth century empresses and, unlike several of the earlier portraits 
of the first and second centuries, Helena and her rare successors all have 
a diadem (Fig. 5). Facing Victories, each holding up a wreath, were used 
as a type by Constans (337-50), but with downtumed wings due to the 
exigencies of the coin’s shape (Fig. 6). 


The borders devised for the lanx are unusual in drawing on such a wide 
range of types for their motifs. The other main type of North African 
Redware using coin types are lamps with a set of roundels reproducing 
small size solidi of Theodosius II (402-50) round the edge of the upper 
surface. Although the coins chosen were small in size, the disks repre- 
senting them were often trimmed to fit in other elements of the design.

This reverse type is known at Tyre only from the reign of Caracalla (BMC 
Phoenicia pg. 270, 370). The influence of Egyptian mythology was noticeable 
in Phoenicia even at this late date, another coin of Volusian depicts Hermes- 
Thoth, An Alexandrian AE diobol of Antoninus Pius (K6éln 1533) depicts 
Harpokrates in an identical stance, with the altar and cornucopiae being 
Hellenistic additions to the traditional Egyptian portrayal of Harpokrates, or 
Horus; the result is a figure that shares common features with purely Greek per- 
sonifications such as Tyche and Homonoia. In Egyptian mythology, when Horus 
restored his father Osiris to life he also retored balance (Homonoia) and good 
fortune (Tyche) to the world. The gesture of the finger to the lips is simply meant 
to indicate that Horus is a child of Osiris and Isis.

1920-1992 


It is with regret that we note the peaceful death of Peter J. Seaby on 18th 

June. He was born on Sth December 1920 and was educated at Kent 

College, Canterbury, where he took a keen early interest in retrieving 

mammoth bones from Swalecliffe 

e Ty near Whitstable and piecing togeth- 

ff er fragments of Romano-British pot- 

Z \ tery from a rubbish pit he excavated 

near the school. His other early in- 

terest was as a naturalist. In the event, 

when he left school in September 

1937 he joined the family firm of 

Seaby, founded by his father H.A. 

(“Bert”) in 1926. He was called up at 

the outbreak of the war and served in 

the Royal Artillery, 1939-46, spend- 

ing periods in the North African and 
European theatres. 





His early numismatic specialisation 
was in the British coinage and he developed an interest in the gold 
coinage and later, Islamic. One of his particular studies was the com- 
plex coinage of King Stephen and he did much original research in that 
area, reflected in his papers published in the British Numismatic Journal 
over several years. King Alfred, the eleventh century coinage, Henry 
I, and also seventeenth century tokens took his attention. From 1966 
for many years he edited the classic Seaby Standard Catalogue of 
British Coins, and compiled Part 3, Coins and Tokens of Ireland in 
1970. 


His skill at drawing coins is well seen in the line drawings that illus- 
trated many of the early Seaby publications. Some of this no doubt came 
from his grandfather who had been Professor of Art at Reading 
University. His own book, The Story of British Coinage, with its first 
publication forty years ago in 1952, has received a completely new lease 
of life with Peter’s enlargement and revision of the text and the addi- 
tion of photographs of coins. Peter never lost his interest in art and 
was pleased to be able to pursue it more fully in courses after his re- 
tirement when he moved to the delightful city of York. His interest in 
coin design led him to encourage the Royal Society of Arts to include 
the design of medals in their annual industrial design competition, which 
they did and for some years B.A. Seaby Ltd. acted as a sponsor. 


In 1952 Peter Seaby joined the Board of the company, becoming 
Managing Director in 1966 and then succeeding his father as Chairman 
when H.A. became President of the Seaby group of companies in 1974. 


Peter was particularly active in the formation of the British Numismatic 
Trade Association (BNTA) in 1973, brought about by concer with the 
introduction of VAT, and he served as its first Chairman of Council. In 
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that year he was also Chairman of the Anti-Forgery Committee of the 
International Association of Professional Numismatists (APN), and was 
later to become a distinguished President of the IAPN. 


To many collectors Seaby and coins were synonymous, and certainly to 
the writer, who has known Peter Seaby from when he first visited the 
company many years ago as a school boy, climbing the steep stairs be- 
tween the car show rooms at 65 Great Portland Street. Peter always 
had time for anyone with an interest in coins and his death brings to an 
end an era in the story of numismatics in England.

Minutia of the Dark Ages: 
Bronze Nummi of the Western 
Successor States.

The decay of the western Roman empire in the mid-fifth century resulted in 
the establishment of numerous small states in present day western Europe 
and north Africa. Whether the rise of these small states was a cause or a 
consequence of the collapse of the central government is a complex histori 
cal problem, but it is clear that disruptions in central Asia sent waves of 
refugee tribes against the borders of an imploding empire. Many were es- 
tablished as foederati, or allied tribes, and Roman institutions and prac- 
tices were readily adopted by the new authorities; this included the use 
of circulating currency. Several recent collections we have acquired provide 
examples of some of this little known currency. 


The peoples that pressed upon the borders of the Roman Empire in the fourth 
century were familiar with the use of gold as a medium of exchange, since 
gold and silver coins circulated widely beyond the Greco-Roman world. 
The use of bronze as a medium of circulating coinage does not appear to have 
developed until the wandering tribes settled into stable communities that 
developed economic ties with similiar groups. 


Over a thirty year period the Germanic Vandals migrated across Europe, fi- 
nally settling in North Africa, where they took Carthage in 439. Coinage was 
minted by the kings following Huneric (477-484), and their common bronze 
minimi simply imitated late Roman and Byzantine nummi; usually featuring 
monograms, crosses or Christograms on the reverse. A Victory reverse type 
is sometimes found with a fragmentary legend of Thrasamund, and other sit 
ver and bronze issues are known in the names of other kings.

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Another anonymous series, in the name of Domino Nostro(Our Lord), was 
struck at Carthage in the early 5th century, possibly by a Roman official, 
several of whom maintained an unusual degree of independence. Count Boniface 
(423-429), initially invited the Vandals to settle in North Africa to coun- 
terbalance Imperial efforts at bringing him under control. An example in our 
group is an unpublished type, unlisted by Philip Grierson in Late Roman 
Coins:

The kingdom of Burgundy was established in the Rhone valley in the 440’s, 
after the tribe was driven out of Germany by the Huns. Gundobald (473-516) 
had influence far beyond his small kingdom; he skillfully maneuvered 
among his more powerful neighbors, and his just law code set the basis for 
the Visigothic and later Frankish legal systems. The only recorded nummi 
of Burgundy is in his name from Lugdunum. An unrecorded type in our group 
seems stylistically related and is possibly Burgundian or of the Frankish 
Merovingian dynasty which absorbed the kingdom in 534.

A more durable state was founded in southern Gaul and Spain by the Goths. 
Actually a mixed amalgam of loosely federated tribes, it was only later that 
they coalesced into two groups, the Visigoths and the Ostrogoths, who 
eventually occupied the heart of the western empire, Italy itself. In 378 the 
emperor Valens fell in battle against the invaders at Adrianople, and in 410 
Rome itself was sacked. The Visigoths’ westward drift continued for sev- 
eral more decades, only ending in Spain when they failed to dislodge the 
Vandals from North Africa. Their first capital at Toulouse fell to the Franks 
in 507, and the rival Suevi maintained some independence until 585, but the 
Visigoths retained control of Spain until falling before the Muslim invasions 
of the 8th century. 


It has always been assumed that the Visigoths coined only in gold, initial 
ly simply imitating the Roman solidus, but after around 550 producing only 
tremisses, these being of a recognizably national type. It is only in the last 
ten years that numismatists have recognized the existence of a scarce mi 
nor coinage, and the first detailed study did not appear until 1988. The in- 
formation on the series is still incomplete, but it seems clear that by circa 
650 at least three and possibly six mints in Spain struck minor coinage. Unlike 
the gold, these minimi never indicate a royal name, and indeed may be 
strictly local issues, authorised by civic officials or bishops. Ispalis appears 
to have struck the greatest variety (Crusafont lists eleven types). Other 
mints at Toleto and Emerita struck issues bearing the appropriate monograms. 
Problematic pieces, generally indistinguishable from other sub-Roman im- 
itations, are attributed to Bracara, Egitania and Corduba based on find- 
spots. The last piece under discussion is not listed by Crusafont, and is also 
a commonly imitated type, but the style of the bust, with the diadem and 
hair forming one straight wig-like mass over the top of the head, is quite 
similar to portraits on Visigothic tremisses of Recceswinth (653-672) and 
later kings.

Theodore Mankaphas was a local noble who took advantage of Isaac's 
unpopularity to proclaim himself emperor at Philadelphia. Isaac quick- 
ly applied pressure to Mankaphas forcing him to abandon the title. He 
again emerged to claim the title in 1204 but was quickly suppressed by 
Theodore I of Nicaea.This rare ruler was omitted from David Sear’ s work 


on Byzantine coins. At that time there were some 10-15 known coins of 30 
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the elusive ruler. A recent find turned up in the trays of a dealer in Europe, 
This find has brought the known specimens to between sixty and seventy 
puices.
